though the forms in which history 
manifests itself are ever diverse, the 
forces that move it are always the 
same, and they are everywhere active, 
in great or in little, disclosed or con­ 
cealed. 
Therefore, it is not strange 
that the history of the decline of the 
Roman empire shoul ’ 
repeat 
itself 
among us in the modern world. 
“There never was in history i rich­ 
er, more knowing, 
more 
powerful, 
mere daring period than ours. There­ 
fore, to many, it will seem strange to 
think that in the midst of such splen­ 
dor* there may be re-enacted that 
terrible ancient story of the last cen­ 
turies of the Roman empire, which 
was one of the darkest and most de­ 
plorable episodes in the history of the 
world. 
“And yet, it is begenning to be re­ 
enacted. 
The showy wealth and the 
clamorous triumphs of modern civi­ 
lization do not conceal, on the con­ 
trary, they reveal, to him who studies 
in philosophic spirit the fall of the 
Roman empire, this ‘re-beginning of 
history.’ 
In truth, thoro are between 
the two civilizations 
and 
tho 
two 
epochs, 
enormous 
differences. 
But 
among these differences 
there 
are 
seme similarities; and among these 
similarities, the most important is 
the malady that unmade 
tile 
great 
body of the empire, and that slowly, 
subtly, insiduously, begins to infest 
the world of today—th e excess of ur 
ba them. 
“The malady of which the Roman 
empire died was exactly this excess 
of urbanism. 
Neither the barbarians 
from without nor C bristinn it}* from 
within could have £ot the upper over 
its ponderous power, had not the co­ 
lossus been first weakened bv this 
internal trouble. 
But how' insidious 
the slowness with which the disease 
had entered the veins of the great 
empire and eaten into the vital or­ 
gans, diffused through all the great 
body, by weaUh, by peace, by art, by 
literature, by culture, by religion, by 
all the good things that men most 
earnestly desire and 
most 
highly 
prize! 
“Nevertheless, beginning frori the 
third century in the Roman empire, 
the excesses of urbanism, tho cause 
of the splendor and apparent wealth 
of the preceding century, began to 
convert themselves into a dissolvent 
force that re-precipitated into chaos 
the brilliant world which that, very 
force had once produced. 
Little by 
little the cost of urban life. the cities 
and their growing luxuries Overbal­ 
anced 
the 
producing power of the 
country.* From that moment t ie lat­ 
ter began to be depopulated and ster­ 
ilized by the former. 
“ ‘That, however, surely is not hap­ 
pening and will not happen to con­ 
temporary 
civilization,’ 
the 
will say at this point. 
“ ‘Although one cannot denv 
there is a certain analogy between the 
story of the first two centuries cf the 
empire and that of modern times, the 
analogy stops at this point. 
A catas­ 
trophe like that of the Roman empire 
the world will not look upon again, 
or at least no man will see P who 
has the privilege of living today’* 
“Granted. ‘But we are more fortu­ 
nate than our Roman ancestors, be­ 
cause modern civilization is strong­ 
er and betier able to withstand all 
the evils that beset it; not because 
the germs of 
the 
disease that de­ 
stroyed the Roman world do not ex­ 
ist in it also. Many symptoms prove 
this to us. 
Among them I mention 
cue, the gravest and most noticea­ 
ble. the best known and 
most felt 
by every one. even though few have 
yet seen it an analogy and a resem­ 
blance to the great historical disas­ 
ter that befell the Roman empire— 
the increased cost of living. 
“From one end to 
the 
other of 
Europe and America this is the uni­ 
versal lament of men 
and 
women 
who must 
live 
in 
cities. 
Rents,

clothes, everything costs more. Per­

the caption, ‘Why Eggs Are High,” is 
timely: 
; 
The price of fresh eggs wen*, soar­ 
ing after Thanksgiving and just at 
that time nearly all hens quit laying. 
They did not go on a strike, but just 
quit because they had to. 
I have re­ 
ceived quite a number of letters from 
people in several states asking why 
the hens do not lay, and how’ to make 
J them lay. 
Two farmers wrote that 
they had about decided to sell all their 
fowls but about half a dozen, because 
when the price of eggs was high, they 
did not lay, and when it was down 
Below cost of feed, they laid steadily. 
I have found it very difficult to 
make people understand that a hen 
cannot make eggs and feathers at the 
same time. 
She can lay while she is 
shedding her feathers, because there 
is then no drain on her system for any 
other purpose. 
But when the new 
coat of feathers is started, she quits, 
simply because she cannot do double 
duty—make feathers and eggs at the 
same time. 
When people learn this 
fact, they will not expect eggs from a 
hen that is growing a coat of feathers. 
And then they may also learn bow' to 
manage their hatching and feeding so 
as to get eggs in the late fall and win­ 
ter when they want them badly. An<J 
when they learn that there will not be 
any m arket 
for 
egg-making 
com­ 
pounds, peppered stock foods, pana­ 
ceas and back breaking bone cutters. 
Pullets that are hatched early in 
April will ma ie layers of Thanksgiving 
eggs if they are fed during the sum­ 
mer so that they will be matured by 
that time. As a rule people feed their 
snow and \ little chicks well, but when they are 
pretty well feathered, the supply of 
food given is not sufficient to push 
them rapidly to maturity. 
There is 
only one way to feed growing pullets 
satisfactorily, and that is abundantly.

As it is possible for one man 
to test enougii corn to plant twenty- 
five acres in one day’s actual time, 
it can easily be seen th at such work 
would be highly profitable during the 
bad days of February and March. The 
value of such work becomes at once 
apparent when we realize that an in­ 
crease of 5 to IO per cent is frequently 
secured in the yield. 
The testing of c*ach ear that will be 
used for seed is not such a difficult 
task, and may be accomplished much 
more easily than might be imagined. 
This is done by securing a box about 
thirty inches square and three rn four 
inches deep, filling the box full of 
sand. 
Then ^rive nails or tacks 2% 
inches apart ail the way around the 
edges of the box and over these nails 
stretch a string back and forth so as 
to m ark the box 
off 
in 
2-^-inch 
squares. 
The squares are then num ­ 
bered on the edge of the box. 
The ears of corn to be tested are 
then laid on the floor, if no rack is 
available, numbered, and ten kernels 
removed from various parts of the 
ear. 
These are placed in the sand, 
point downward, so as to be about 
one-half inch below’ the surtax 
A 
very good method of num bering the 
ears is to pin bits of paper to the butts 
of the ears. 
This can be done very 
easily with ordinary pins.

nels from ear No. I are now p u t in 
square No. I, ear No 2 in square No.

The hex of sand containing 
the corn is then thoroughly saturated 
with w ater a t about blood heat, cov­ 
ered with old sacks or carpet, and

If Morse felt an emotion at his 
home coming he did not show it. Not 
once did he open his lips during the 
progress of the wheel chair from train 
to taxi.

Before Hawley’s death it was 
rumored among his associates Miss 
Cameron would inherit a considerable 
slice of his millions. 
When John B. Stanchfleld, counsel 
for the Hawley heirs, was asked if 
Miss Cameron would be taken care 
of, notwithstanding that her patron 
had died intestate, he replied, “I sup­ 
i n e so.” 
Miss Carnet on said Stanchfleld and 
Walter S. Crandall, a nephew of Haw­ 
ley, had communicated with her and 
had assured her she was to he pro­ 
vided for. 
“I have left everything to 


the discretion of Mr. Stanchfield and 
Mr. Crandall,” she said. 
“Had you been engaged to be mar­ 
ried to Mr. Hawley?” was asked. 
“I will not answer that question," 
replied Miss Cameron.
